The diver gives years of 
training, and at last life itself, in procuring 
peails : great hardships are endured to oo- 
tain tie diamonds which sparkle oa her per- 
son. 
Skilled bands prepare her lobe, every 


fold of whlcb adds grace to the symmetry 
of her form. This beautiful creature speaks; 
we listen lhat we may catch the first tones 
which fall from her lips. What meaning- 
less words often flow from t! ose lips, so 
much admired! What poverly of thought 
from an empty and uncultivated mind ! Ah! 
here indeed we have roses and lilies with- 
-,out, but only worthless weeds within. 


But, after all, she reads. 
Yes J reads authors of whom she never 


talks, and talks of authors whom she never 
reads. She can prattle table French ; sbe 
can play, so far as tbat means merely sound 
and measure, a snatcb of Gerrnau music;

A degraded and suffering being 
appeals to this truly educated woman for 
aid arid sympathy. Sbe lifis her costly 
folds, perhaps, and passes her with' -scorni 
The flowing tear and .piteous tale awaken 
liUle sympathy ^within her bosom. What 
caies she for the poor and needy, if her 
many desires are gratified ? The Being who 
surrounded her with all beautiful things is 
$ot revereuced by her. 
She scorns to ac-

server, and even dares to doubt Ills word 
and perhaps to question His existence.

I was reading 
tho Jlerald and did not notice anything 
wrong until I saw about fifty men rushin 
into our car from the smoking-car. 11 re- 
minded me of the pictures of train robbers 
in tho West.

The engineer was knocked insensible, and 
asked when he opened his eyes what was 
the mailer. The right half of Ihe engine 
was quite smashed, and the piston-rod 
cuiled up like wire."

PERSONAL RE8POJHHBIUTY. 


Erjiioit GAZETTE :—Worcester's Com- 


prehensive Dictionary defines a Republic :- 
"A state or form of government i'i which 
the supreme power Is vested in Ihe people ; 
a commomveallh; a democracy." It theu 
adds : "In a well-consliluted republic, the 
government is administered by representa- 
tives chosen by the people, as in the United 
States ;—in a democracy, by tho people in 
a body, as in some of the ancient states of 
Greece;—in an aristocracy, Ihe power Is 
possessed by nobles or privileged individ- 
uals, as was formerly the case in the repub- 
lics of Genoa and Veuice.'' 


Of all governments, our's is consideied 


the best; its great principle is " the greatest 
good for tho greatest number;" but in order 
to secure this, it must enact just and equal 
laws, arid honestly execute them. If in any 
community there is found an evil whoso 
diiect tendency is to sap the foundations ol 
society, and overturn the commonwealth, 
lhal community has a right to protect ilsell 
by prohibiting It. 


This U simply what is meant by u a pro- 


hibitory liquoi law;" and every righl- 
minded citizen must see that such a law is 
a necessity, for it furnishes equal justice 
and protection lo all and secures safety to 
the republic. 


But the ordinary objection to any inter- 


ference with or discussion of this subject, 
is that the Republic itself, by its representa- 
tives, has enacted a license law, and has 
given permission to its citizens, on certain 
conditions, lo sell ardent spirits. 
A certain 


vendor, who had grown rich by the liquor 
traffic, was asked why ho continued in the 
traffic, lie responded: 


"I am sustained by the public authori- 


ties ; they have licensed the trade and I pay 
over to them a certain part of the proh'ls, 
and what right Ihon has society, which ap- 
pointed them, to complain of and denounce 
Ihe business ? It Is as legitimate as any 
other business." 


In answer to this objection, we claim for 


the cause of lemperanco,—every law of na- 
ture and of God, ovary law of humanity, 
of kindness, aud of self preservation. 


It is likely that the divine law may be very 


liltle felt on this subject, yet its authority 
should IK proclaimed. 


What does il say then not only as lo our 


obligation to abstain from doing our neigh- 
bor barm, but as to our duty, by positive 
effort, to do him good? "Thou shall in 
any wise icbuke thy neighbor, and not suf- 
fer sin upon him." 


"Them that sin rebuke before all lhal 


others may fear." Wa are authorized, if 
need be, to make our rebuke loud and 
public. 


Good magistrates are represented as be- 


ing a terror to evil doors, and are enjoined 
to use coercion to keep men back from 
ciime. 


It is well known that Hie discipline of the 


gospel is founded upon the principle that it 
is right to hold back from doing wrong by 
all the moral force that can be applied. 


Judge Peirce-s remarks, upon Ihis point, 


were clear and forcible. He said, in sub- 
stance: We at« not to connive at wrong 
doing; we are not merely to abstain from 
injuring our fellow man, but we are to put 
forth positive effort to keep him from doing 
harm lo himself; if we see one man about 
to kill another, we are not only to remon- 
strate wilh him to hinder him from doing 
It, but we are to hold him back, if possible, 
from doing it. Not merely are we enjoined 
not to put the cup to our neighbor's lips 
but we must by all appropriale means pre- 
vent him from pulling the cup to bis own 
lips. 


There is no fear lhal by any reasonable 


and moral power lhal we can put forth for 
reclaiming society from its degrading and 
ruinous vices, we shall not be sustained by 
the law of nature and of nature's God. 


The gospel of Christ In its whole spirit 


and precepts is it standing remonstrance 
against iniquity in every degree and in 
whomsoever found ; and who doubts, who 
is not blinded by prejudice and unbelief 
that its religion is benevolent. The relig. 
ions man is not content to bo happy alone, 
but would extend bis enjoyment to all; he 
would rouse a dormant world from the 
sleep of death and would break them off 
from tho habits that are destroying them; 
he has read in Ihe sacred woid that1 no 
drunkard shall inherit the kingdom of God, 
and hence he sees heaven shut forever 
against the whole multitude and nothing 
before them but a dark and hopeless etei- 
nity. 


Ilere, pity becomes tenderly and actively 


compassionate; it cares for the sufferings of 
the body, but holds it to be an infinitely 
more important object, to save the soul 
from death. 


If we have the spirit of Ibis gospel, and 


have taken it as the guide of our life, we 
cannot turn a deaf ear to Ihe claims of suf- 
fering humanity.
